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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

At page 14, applicant argues that Wang-Moelard does not disclose or suggest at least the limitation of "identifying a location of a network 
device with the hybrid wired/wireless network, the network device being movable within the hybrid wired/wireless network." 
In response, as explained in the previous Final Office Action, Wang discloses that a mobile station moves to a new coverage where it will 
be located by sending a location message of the new base station to the original base station. That is, finding a new coverage where the 
mobile divice will be belong is equivalent to identifying a location of the mobile device. For example, "a movable cell phone belongs to this 
cell coverage area within the network" is definitely equivalent to "identifying a location of a network device within the network" recited in the 
claim. Further the secondary reference by Moelard explicitly discloses the method of identifying the location of the mobile wireless station 
relative to the base station. Therefore, the examiner respectively disagrees. 

At page 15-17, applicant keeps arguing the same subjection matter. Therefore, the examiner respectively disagrees. 

At page 17, applicant argues that Wang-Moelard does not disclose "determining configuration information corresponding to the determined 
location of the network device." 

In reply, connecting message for MTa to move from old BS to new BS as shown in 104 fig.9A is equivalent to "determining configuration 
information corresponding to the determined location of the network device since the movable network device will be located in the new 
coverage area as described in above. Therefore, the examiner respectively disagrees.
